My dear friend, are you a secret 
disciple? Don’t you think a man 
can be saved and it be a secret? 
you ask. Yes, you can. Joseph was, 
but it is not worth it. You can be 

married and keep it secret, too, but 
‘you will not enjoy married life 
much if you are ashamed of your 
husband or ashamed of your wife. 
That is a sorry business. And it is 
a sorry business being a Christian 
and being a secret disciple. You 
have never been baptized either 
because you don’t love God enough 
or are ashamed to put on the uni- 
form, the brand, and come out 
publicly and be put down under the 
water, bury the old sinner like Je- 
sus was buried, and come up to 
live a new life, born again. That 
has already happened—the new 
birth — but it ought to be pictured 


MATTHEW 27:36 


in baptism. Do you know why 
you haven’t done it? You are a 
secret disciple, you haven’t put it 
on. If you are saved you ought to 
do it. You ought to get up and 
testify to it. If you don’t you are 
a coward in heart and won't pay 
the price, you are afraid of the 
crowd. Some of you high school 
girls, listen high school friends — 
I know why you don’t let your 
light shine, and you don’t talk 
about Jesus Christ on the school 
ground, I will tell you Why you 
don’t. You are a coward. You 
don’t want to face it. You won't 
face what they say. You won't 
face their sneers and jokes about 
it. It is bad enough to belong to 
Harvey Springer’s Tabernacle 
down here. They talk about him, 
It is bad enough to let them know 
you come down here. Yes, I have 
your number, haven’t I? If I ring 
your bell, you mark it down your- 
self. You are keeping score, I am 
not. There is Joseph of Arimathea. 


I hope you have the grace he had, 
to come out boldly and demand 
the body of Jesus. 

He went there that day and saw 
Jesus, saw Him hanging there and 
dying. He went all that day — I 
can see him as he Walks around 
out there in torment, condemned, 
a storm raging in his bosom. He 
is a godly man at heart. He sees 
it and sees it, and says to him- 
self, “Joe, you are a coward! You 
are a coward! You ought to come 
out and tell it. See Him there, 
your Saviour, dying for you!” 

He didn’t claim it until at the 
close of the day. About that time 
the people said, “Kill Jesus, and 
get Him down from there before 
the Sabbath.” They were fine 
Jews, they must keep the Sab- 
bath. A soldier took a spear and 
ran it up into His side, and the 
blood just poured out. And some- 
thing snapped in Joseph’s poor 
heart, and he said, “I am done!

skirts, didn’t he? Thank God, one 
fellow in writing about it said he 
Was a secret disciple, a coward. 
Mark said, but he came in bold- 
ly and demanded the body of Je- 
sus. I am glad Joseph quit being 
a coward. We need more preachers 
that are not afraid. We need more 
Christians that are not afraid. I 
am glad there was somebody in 
the Sanhedrin who was a Chris- 
tian and wanted everybody to 
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know it. Make your own applica- 
tion. You know your own case. 
I don’t. 

I preached in Granbury, Texas, 
and when the service was over, a 
young woman came by weeping, 
and said, “Oh, I know now what is 
the matter. I know why my 
prayers are not answered. I am a 
coward. I have a brother who is 
lost. I have been sending other 
folks to see him, but I never say 
a word to him. I have been afraid 
to.”’ 
If I had been a coward I would 
turn tonight and I would say, “I 
am going to claim it!” You had 
better do it. 

Now then, my friends, lost peo- 
ple were there, too. Some lost peo- 
ple were there at the death of Je- 
sus on the cross. Are you in this 
crowd? First there were the 
Pharisees and chief priests and 
elders. It is a strange thing that 
any religious people would be there 
against Jesus. Those are the ones 
who had Him killed. The men 
who crucified Jesus were folks who 
paid tithes, went to church, prayed 
in public, and so on. I wonder if 
there is anybody here tonight who 
is a church member, anybody here 
who has been sprinkled as a baby, 
maybe you are here tonight and 
you took a holy vow of confirma- 
tion, and yet you are against Je- 
sus Christ and have never been 
born again. And the Saviour said, 
and the reason I tell you now, 
somebody here will be just like 
Jesus said, “Many shall say to me 
in that day” (not just a few) 
“Many shall say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, open to us.” And he 
will say, “Depart from me, I nev- 
er did know you.” It will be a sad 
thing when Pharisees get to Hell 
and find a lot of church members 
there and preachers there — Judas 
was a preacher, you know. A lot of 
preachers, deacons, and elders will 
be there. You may be a good Bap- 
tist, but a lot of Baptists are in 
Hell. That is true. That is right. 
A lot of Baptists are in Hell. Oh 
yes, my friend, that is not enough. 
It won’t keep a man out of Hell. 

‘Now here, I am a good man,” 
someone says. That doesn’t change 
it. There are a lot of Catholics, 
Lutherans, Episcopaleans, Naza- 
renes and many other church peo- 
ple in Hell. There is just one thing 
that counts and it is not being a 
Baptist, but being born again. 

Pharisees were fine on the out- 
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side and against Jesus in their 
hearts. The elders, the rulers were 
there and against Jesus. So were 
the scribes and other religious 
leaders. There they are. 


It would be a sad thing if I 
close this revival, preach to some 
church members who will go to 
Hell because they don’t repent. 
Wouldn’t that be a sad thing? You 
may do it, too. Maybe you have 
your name on the church book, but 
that book will all be burned up, 
and only God’s book will be left, 
and your name is not there. 

The Pharisees were there. They 
hated Him because they wanted 
their own morality. They didn’t 
want any blood. They didn’t want 
God’s righteousness, the y wanted 
their own righteousness and want- 
ed to get all the credit. If any- 
body here is planning to get to 
Heaven by good works, you are in 
exactly the same boat as those 
Pharisees who went to Hell after 
they had sat down there and 
wathced Jesws die. Their hearts 
were hard. They loved their own 
righteousness. They wanted the 
credit themselves. God help every 
heart tonight if that is your case. 


Then there was the mob. That 
mob! If anybody here is ever 
tempted at all to join a mob to 
help hang somebody, or carry 
someone out and lynch them, re- 
member this. It was a mob that 
said the word and crucified Jesus. 
Beware about that. They didn’t 
have any enmity. They just fol- 
lowed the crowd. The Pharisees 
and scribes told them, “When Pi- 
late says. ‘Which do you want?’ 
you say, ‘We want Barabbas. Give 
us Barabbas.’ Get ready, every- 
body holler the same thing. Every 
body get ready, say, ‘We want 
Barabbas.’ When he asks what to 
do with Jesus, you say, ‘Crucify 
him! crucify’ Him!” Then when 
Pilate said, “Here is Barabbas, and 
here is Jesus. Which one shall I 
release unto you?” They said, 
“Barabbas.” But what will I do 
with Jesus?” he asked. They 
said, “Crucify Him!” Everybody 
hollered, “Crucify Him.” Pilate 


said, “What evil has he done? 
But they cried, “Kill him! Kill 
him!” 


They did what they were told. 
If I was going to Hell, I would 
hate to go for somebody else’s 
sake. Boys, girls, if you are go- 
ing to Hell — you boys, are you 
going to Hell because the crowd 
is? I would hate to. Maybe there 
is a wife here who says, “Well, 
my husband is not a Christian, and 
I won't try it without him.” Are 
you going to Hell because some- 
body else does? I wouldn’t do it. 
That is a sad thing. However, one 
of these days you will face Jesus, 
and you will do it by yourself. I 
would rather go for Jesus by my- 
self than go to Hell in a mob, 
wouldn’t you? 

Who else was there? Besides 
these, there was another one, and 
that one is Pilate. Poor Pilate! 
My heart goes out to him. Pilate 
must have been in many respects 
an admirable man. When he 
faced Jesus, he admired Him. He 
said, “I don’t find anything wrong 
with this man.’’ Pilate said, “That 
man ought to be turned loose. That 
man is innocent. I don’t find a 
thing wrong with Him.” Pilate had 
a tender heart in some respects. 
He sent Jesus over to Herod, “Let 
Herod attend to it. I don’t want 
to settle this.”’” But Herod sent 
Him back to Pilate. When Pilate 
was about ready to decide, Pilate’s 
wife sent word to him, and said, 
“Have nothing to do with that 
good man.” 

“You have your job, Pilate. You 
are not a friend of Caesar’s if you 
turn this man loose. He claims to 
be the King of the Jews. If you 
keep your job as governor and stay 
on good terms with Caesar, you 
will have to condemn Jesus,” the 
Jews told Pilate. “Well, I find 
nothing wrong with Him. I am not 
to blame, but you go on and kill 
Him if you want to,”’ Pilate said. 
So he had Him scourged and they 
took Him to crucify Him. Poor 
old Pilate! Maybe you are that way 
today. “Well, I can’t do it,” you 
say, “the crowd I run with — I 
can’t be a Christian and keep my 
job.” A man says, “I have got 
to take care of my family. I can’t 
be a Christian.” 


I once talked to a salesman about 
his soul, and he said, “I can’t be 
a salesman without telling lies. 
You can’t sell unless you drink 
with the boys.” Men have told me 
that. You are no better than Pi- 
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They Watched. 


late. Pilate held his job and lost 
his soul. Maybe you will, too. I 
am soory for you, Brother, for 
after gaining the whole world you 
have lost your soul, what have you 
profited? “What shall it profit a 
man if he shall gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul? Or 
sony J mye a& man give in exchange 
for his soul?” Is that your case? 
Weigh it tonight carefully. Do you 
think Pilate gained by his atti- 
tude? I would give up my job 
and friends rather than lose my 
soul. 


Then there were the soldiers. 
They were brutal. This cursing 
crowd, this loud mouth crowd, not 
Caring about Jesus, the dancing, 
drinking, hell-raising crowd, that 
brutal faced group of soldiers were 
there. They gambled for the gar- 
ments of Jesus. Can you imagine 
one as he grabs a hand and lays 
it on the cross and nails it there? 
They made Him bear His cross un- 
til He fainted — then they put the 
other hand over here on the other 
arm of the cross and one held it 
there with his knee and got a big 
spike. “Hold still, now,’”’ and drove 
it in His hand there. They didn’t 
care about it. They had no-tears 
and no compassion in their hearts. 
These cold, rough, hard sinners are 
going to Hell because they are 
hardened’ in heart, because they 
are brutal in mind, because they 
have sold out to sin, to the gam- 
bling, drinking crowd, to the 
whoremongers, drinkers, cursers, 
and gamblers. Tonight if you are 
here, and somebody is, if you are 
like that watching Jesus die “And 
sitting down they watched him 
there.” The soldiers gambled for 
His garments. One said, “Give me 
the sandals.” Another, “I will 
take the turban, you take this.’ 
Then they came to a seamless gar- 
ment, woven in one piece. They 
said, ““Don’t tear it. We will cast 
lots for that.” So they gambled for 
that. Are you like one of these 
soldiers? Are you turning down 
Jesus for what you get out of sins, 
the grosser sins of this world? Are 
you going to Hell for that? I am 
sorry for you if you are. 


Moody said that Jesus might 
have said that the one who took 
the spear and ran it up into the 
heart of Jesus, He would say, 
“There is a nearer way to my 
heart than that.’”’ Oh, the dear Je- 
Sus poured out His blood for sin- 
ners like you and there is mercy 
for you tonight. Salvation is free; 
and you can be saved tonight and 
go home happy. The vilest, dirtiest 
curser or gambler or thief or con- 
vict can come to Jesus and can 
be saved, and I wish you would. 

I remember so well when I was 
at Waxahachie, Texas, I preached 
on the liquor business. If I got a 
crowd and had a revival here, you 
would hear me cut loose on liquor 
and some of these other things. I 
went down the line, for instance, 
on doctors prescribing liquor and 
took the whole bunch to a clean- 
ing. I had the names and proof 
that they were just selling out. We 
had a hot old time. That town was 
hot. A bootlegger sent for me and 
I went out to his house. I didn’t 
know what he wanted with me. He 
had served five years in the state 
penitentiary for “bootlegging and 
was under endictment again and 
not very well. He had had a heart 
attack and was scared about go- 
ing back to the pen, I guess. God 
worked on his heart, and he said, 
“Brother Rice, I wanted to talk 
to you about my case.” His wife 
went out of the room and others 
did. We talked, and he said, “Well, 
Brother’ Rice, I am not so bad.” 
I said, “I can’t take up for your 
drinking and selling booze. You 
know you are wrong about that.” 
“I wouldn’t respect you like I do 
if you did. That is the reason I 
sent for you. That sheriff sent me 
to Hell for five years. Do you 
know I loaned him my car to make 
the race. I got him started in the 
race, and then when he got in 
office he double-crossed me and 
sent me to the pen. I can’t 
get over it. I know I ought to 
have been in the pen anyway, but 
the sheriff knew ahead of time and 
then double-crossed me.” “You had 
better forgive him,” I said. He 
didn’t see how he could. After a 
while he said, .“I can’t do it, but 
if Jesus is willing to do it, I am 
willing for him to fix it and take 
out of my heart this grudge and 
I will trust Jesus to save my soul.”’

said, “Which thief?” We have 
been preaching about one of them 
all the time, but what about the 
other who died and went to Hell? 
I believe in deathbed repentance, 
but there is not any guarantee you 
are going to repent. There is not 
any indication that you will be any 
more tender in heart when sin 
catches up with you and you come 
down to die in your misery than 
you are right now. 

Il remember a case of a man 
that my sister talked to when I 
held a revival meeting in Decatur, 
Texas. God blessed it. We put a 
tent up thege. The Baptist pastor 
in the church where I was or- 
dained to preach didn’t want me. 
The president of the Baptist col- 
lege where I had graduated didn’t 
want me, and they wouldn’t come 
and hear me preach. I went on 
anyway, and God gave a revival 
with hundreds saved. We organized 
a new church, bought a lot, built 
a tabernacle and had a church of 
over 400 members and a pastor 
on the field before I left there. I 
remember one man who came and 
my sister talked’to him again and 
again and again. He was as hard 
as stone all the time. He laughed 
at her, and said, “I don’t need 
your religion. I don’t need to be 
born again. I am as good as the 
hypocritical church members. 
Leave me alone.” 

After that she called me one day 
and said, “Do you remember Mr. 
so and so?” I told her that I did. 
“Well, two weeks ago,” she said, 
“he was carried to the hospital 
for an appendecitis operation. He 
was a man past seventy. He went 
through the operation fine and 
seemed to be recovering, and they 
brought him home. He seemed to 
be getting along fine after they 
brought him home, but in a few 
days he suddenly took a turn for 
the worse, infection set in, and 
when he knew he was about to 
die (he lived down the street from 
me a few houses) we heard him 
down at my house as he died 
screaming and crying out, “Oh, 
God, I am not ready! You ought 
to give me more time. You haven't 
been fair to me. I am not ready. 
Give me time to repent!” and he 
died screaming out that God had 
not been fair to him and didn’t 
give him a chance to repent. 

Don’t presume about death bed 
repentance. That poor, wicked, 
hard heart of .yours is. likely to 
go out to meet God lost and w:.th- 
out hope. 

I came by Shamrock, Texas, the 
other day. A man said to me, 
“Do you remember me?” I said, 
“Yes.”’ I was at his home the 
night before his father died. His 
father was an old cowman. We 
had much in common in the early 
days. I tried my best to win him 
to Christ. As long as we talked 
about cattle and horses, he would 
sit up and talk to me. The night 
before he died—he died at ten 
o’clock the next morning —I said 
to him, “Look here, Mr. ; 
You are going to die. You had 
better get ready to meet God.” He 
would flop. down and turn over in 
bed and say he didn’t feel like 
talking. ‘““‘But you have got to meet 
God. You are going out,’”’ I said. 
But he wouldn't listen to me. He 
would talk about anything else, 
but he wouldn’t listen when I tried 
to talk to him about his soul. 
Finally I left him after I had tried 
for two hours to win him. The 
next morning just a little after ten 
his son called me and said, “Dad 
died a few minutes ago, at ten 
o’clock. Will you preach his 
funeral ?’’ I said that I would. But 
it was a sad funeral. 


I want to tell you now. There 
was one thief that turned Jesus 
down, but thank God, there was 
another who turned to that one 
and said, “Aren’t you afraid of 
God? Don’t you fear God seeing 
we are in the same condemnation, 
and we indeed justly?” And he 
turned to Jesus, he saw over his 
head written, “This is Jesus of 
Nazareth, the king of the Jews,” 
and he turned to Jesus and said, 
“Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom.” I don’t 
know whether that man had a 
mother who taught him of the 
coming King who would sit on 
David’s throne, the king of the 
Jews. He must have read the 89th 
Psalm. All of the Old Testament 
told about that Saviour. He turned 
to Jesus and said, “Lord, remember 
me when thou comest into thy 

om.” And Jesus could turn 
His head, and did, and said to him, 
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“I will not wait until I come back 
to the earth to reign in my king- 
dom. I will not wait until I set up 
my kingdom. I am going to take 
you with me to Paradise today. 
‘Today shalt thou be with me in 
paradise.’ ” 
“The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day. 
And thére: may I, though vile as 
he, 
Wash all my sins away.” 


Thank God for the thief that. 


turned. You know it is a sad 
thing to think of the multitude 
that faced Jesus on the cross that 
day, and only one took Him, only 
one. But my friends, one did. 
Thank God, one did. I would do 
that tonight. I would say, “God 
helping me, I am going to be like 
that one. I admit I am a sinner. 
He did.” I would come to Jesus 
and call Him Lord. Tell Him, 
“Lord, remember me, I am a sin- 
ner,” and He said, “I will. Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise.”’ 

Now my story is done. Listen 
to.it again, “And sitting down they 
watched Him there.” You have sat 
here and watched Jesus die on the 
cross. Surely the Holy Spirit of 
God has said something to your 
heart. Where are you classed, 
Brother? You are in one of those 
classes —an inner circle Christian, 
a backslider like Peter, a secret 
disciple like Joseph, a self-right- 
eous church member without a 
change of heart like the Pharisee 
who went to Hell ,or like Pilate 
who sold out to keep his job, or 
like the mob, or like the soldiers 
—the rough ,profane, gambling 
soldiers—-like the thief who turned 
down Jesus, or like the centurion 
who said, “Almost,” He Must be 
the Saviour! It is the right thing! 
Yet as far as we know he was not 
saved. Or, are you going to say, 
“God help me, as I sit here and 
watch Jesus on the cross, I will be 
like that dying thief that said, 
“Lord, remember me! Remember 
me!” Jesus is crucified again in 
Englewood tonight, and I know 
your heart when I know how you 
react to the crucifixion of Christ. 
A preacher who can cry over the 
crucifixion and preach the blood 
is my brother. He is my brother in 
the ministry. When a singer sings 
about that from his heart, then I 
can know how to feel toward that 
singer. 

A lost man when he comes to 
face Jesus Christ, and if he turrs 
Him down, he has a rotten heart. 
What will you do with Jesus to- 
night, my friends? 

The reader, too, must classify 
himself. You are saved or lost, 
for Jesus or against Him. You, 
too, have watched Jesus die on the 
cross. If you have never accepted 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour, will 
you now surrender to Him, trust 
Him like the thief on the cross. 
Will you confess that you are a 
sinner ,and depend cn the crucified 
Saviour to forgive all your sins? 
Will you trust Him right now and 
say, “Lord Jesus, remember me!”’ 
If so then sign the statement to- 
day.

Cicero Fisherman’s Club (a men’s 
soul winning band) which meets 
with Brother McCarrell every 
Saturday afternoon. When Brother 
Mcarrell gave the invitation there 
were two professions of faith. One 
was a boy who had been a member 
of the church but after nearly 
drowning the night before came 
to realize, he said, that he had 
never been saved and came for- 
ward to put his trust in Christ op 
enly and publicly. I went with Bro. 
McCarrell to. the train, but the re- 
vival went on. When I returned 
at eleven o’clock, a man met me 
on the sidewalk with his face all 
aglow to tell me, “Brother Rice, 
I was saved tonight after you left.” 
There were three who came for- 
ward publicly after Brother Mc- 
Carrell left and all hearts were 
happy in the presence of God. 


The finest indication of the spir- 
it that prevailed throughout the 
Bible Schoo] is that constantly peo- 
ple were being saved. Saturday 
afternoon preceding the Bible 
School, there were a number of 
conversions in street meetings, 
then other professions and addi- 
tions to the church on Sunday. 
Monday night there were sixteen 
professions of faith in Parkland 
Hospital as our workers made 
their regular weekly visit.

T. Myron Webb of Enid; Okla- 
homa. Sunday night the taber- 
nacle was full of people to see the 
pictures of world events fulfilling 
Bible prophecies and to hear the 
earnest preaching by Bro. Webb. 
Interest is mounting and we fer- 
vently expect by the blessing of 
God a great revival.
